Soon after his return to England as a priest, 
Father Vaughan was made vice-president at 
St. Edmund's College, Old Hall, and he subse- 
quently joined the community of the Oblates 
of St. Charles Borromeo at Bayswater, of which 
Manning was the founder and first head. In 
1872 Manning's influence obtained for his dis- 
ciple the bishopric of Salford, and twenty years 
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later, when Manning's death voided the Arch- | 


bishopric of Westminster, the present Pope 
chose Bishop Vaughan to be the great Cardinal's 
successor. Cardinal Vaughan was all his hfe an 
ardent ndherent of the Ultramontane party in 
the Roman Catholic Church.

Death of Cardinal Vaughan.—Cardinal Vaughan, 
Archbishop of Westminster, died just before midnight on 
June 19 at the age of seventy-one. The news was at once 
telegraphed to the Vatican and to His Majesty the King, 
and was announced at the early masses in the Catholic 
churches in London. The late prelate relinquished active 
work lest February owing to heart trouble, and by the 
advice of his medical attendants, removed from West- 
minster to St. Joseph's College, Mili Hill, early in March. 
So recently as last week, his Eminence made his public 
confession of faith in the College church, and gave an 
nddress, and said farewell to his Bishop and priests in 
full robes. The end was somewhat unexpected by the 
doctors and nurses, although the Cardinal himself more 
than once expressed his conviction that he would soon pass 
away. While at Mill Hill, as throughout bis life, Cardinal 
Vaughan lived in the most rigid simplicity. Bare neces- 
кагіев alone found a place in his apartments, and his 
only personal attendants were two male nurses. The late 
prince of the Roman Church was the eldest of the eight 
sons of the late Mr. John F. Vaughan, of Courtfield, near 
Ross, and was born on April 15, 1832. Five of his brothers 
became, like himself, Catholic priests, and one was also 
raised to the Episeopate—the late Archbishop of Sydney, 
New South Wales.

Death of a Railway Magnate.—By the death, 
which took place at his residence in London last week, 
of Sir J. L. Wilkinson, general manager of the Great 
Western Railway, a most remarkable and distinguished 
career has been brought to а close at the early age of fifty- 
eight. 'The late official entered the service of the Great 
Western Railway as a boy in the booking-office when азей 
fourteen, and step by step mounted the ladder of official 
seniority until he reached the position of general manager. 
It was only last year that Sir Joseph was knighted by the 
King in recognition of his ability and faithfulness to the 
company he served so long and so well and the unfailing 
attention he displayed to the King and members of the 
Royal Family on their frequent journeys over the Great 
Western system. 


Seven Officers Acquitted.— After a hearing which 
extended over nine days, the court-martial at Weilington 
Barracks which has been investigating the charges of 
“ ragging," brought against seven officers of the Grenadier 
and Dragoon Guards and other regiments, declared the 
accused “ Not Guilty on all the counts of the charges” 
on Monday afternoon. The case, readers will remember, 
arose Out of the mock trial at the Mount Nelson Hotel, 
Cape Town, of Mr. Stanford, who, it was alleged, was 
stripped and exposed and improperly used after a 
ball at the hotel on Christmas Eve 1901. The Judge- 
Advocate, in his summing up, said the issues raised were 
practically two in number—the stripping and exposing, 
and indecent usage. The beating, ы ты, and blasphémy 
alleged were not issues raised by the charges now being 
tried. The authorities took the view that in regard to 
those matters, Stanford had obtained a satisfaction with 
which he was content. In leaving the matter to the Court, 
the Judge-Advocate reminded them that the result of their 
verdict would affect not only seven young officers, but the 
reputation here and in South Africa, and perhaps else- 
where, of the British Army. The swords of the accused 
ere were returned to them immediately after the 
verdict, 


After the Floods,— While it is impossible yet to 
estimate the damage caused by the recent heavy rain and 
the spell of cold weather which succeeded, there сап be по 
doubt that in many distriets very severe loss has been sus- 
tained. In North Lancashire thousands of acres of potatoes 
have been destroyed by the frost, which registered six 
degrees on the night of Saturday last. In the West of 
Ireland a similar calamitous stite of things obtains, old 
farmers asserting that the weather of the past two weeks 
has had no parallel since the famine-year, 1847. Frost has 
also been reported from various parts of Scotland, where 
potatoes, beans, peas, and other green crops have been 
seriously affected, "The floods in the Thames Valley show 
us yet little abatement, and Corporation punts and con- 
veyances are still in use over the roads near the river. 


Жатар Items.--Wednesday, July 8, is the date now 
proposed for the postponed review by the King of the First 
Army Corps at Aldershot. President Loubet, who will be 
in England at the time, is expected to be present on Laffan's 
Plain, where the parade will take place.—Lord Kitchener 
has issued a special order declaring that assaults by British 
soldiers in India upon natives have become so frequent 
that he has determined to do everything in his power to 
prevent soldiers thus disgracing themselves. Commanding 
officers are directed to read this notification at parade at 
least once a month. until а great reform has been effected. 


Naval Notes.—A circular issued by the Admiralty 
announces that the new scale of dietary will be introduced 
into the Navy on Oct. 1 next. This scale is the outcome of 
the recommendations made by a committee, of which Vice- 
Admiral Rice was chairman. - Under it four meals a day 
will be given instead of three, and a greater variety of food 
is also to be issued, jam being опе of the articles included 
in the new scale. 


Terrible Explosion at Woolwich. —A disastrous 
explosion, involving the loss of sixteen lives and serious 
injury to eleven other men, occurred at Woolwich Arsenal 
last week. The catastrophe took place soon after eight 
o'clock in the morning, when the men employed in the 
* Danger-buildings " had just begun their day's work. It 
is believed the explosion was caused by the bursting of a 
lyddite shell, several of which were being filled at the time, 
but perhaps the exact facts will never be known. АП that 
the spectators and survivors can vouch for is that, without 
a moment's warning, а blinding flash of flame was seen to 
rive the building asunder, accompanie? by a report that 
could be heard for a distance of two or three miles. Most 
of the unhappy men who were in the immediate vicinity 
were literally blown to pieces, and it is significant that the 
official report issued later by the War Office contained 
the names of three men reported as “ missing.” The 
greatest consternation prevailed in the neighbourhood, and 
some most affecting scenes were witnessed at the Arsenal 
gates, where a crowd of some two or three thousand 
persons who had friends or relatives within the walls 
quickly gathered, eager for news of those inside. "The 
wounded survivors were rapidly conveyed to the hospital 
within the Arsenal grounds, where their injuries received 
all possible attention. Later in the day, a telegram was 
received from the King, in which His Majesty expressed 
the grief the news of the accident had occasioned hiin, and 
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desired that his sympathy should be offered to the relatives 
of the killed and injured. 


Compen for the Bereaved. — In the 
House of Comm this week, Mr. Brodrick, Minister for 
War, stated that, under the Workmen’s Com tion 
Act scheme, the wives and families of the men killed at 
Woolwich Arsenal would be entitled to gratuities equal to 
three years’ earnings, with a minimum of £150 and a 
maximum of £300. The gratuity might, he added, under 
certain conditions be converted into a pension of not less 
than £10 per annum. The injured men w.re entitled to 
* pry equal to half their earnings. 


Railway Collision in L-ndon.—King's Cross 
Station, on the Underground Railway, was the scene of a 
serious collision last week. While a train laden with 
people hurrying to their work was about to move off eist- 
ward, it was run into by another train following in the same 
direction, which, by some as yet unexplained mistake, had 
arrived in the station before the line was clear. The rear 
carriage of the first train was shattered, and a number 
of passengers sustainel injuries which neces-itated their 
removal to hospital. The guard of the train had a very 
nirrow escape. Не was just about to enter his van 
when the second engine dashed into the station, tearing 
off the roof of the van and throwing it over on the metals. 
At latest all the injured were reported to be progressing 
favourably. 


Moat Farm Murder.—One of the most remarkable 
criminal trials of recent years was conducted this week, 
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of the identity of the remains found at the Moat Farm with 
those of the late Miss Holland. The Crown, he said, had 
presented a case of terrible suspicion, but were the jury 
satisfied that absolute proof of guilt had been add 

against the prisoner? After an exhaustive summing-up by 
the Judge, the jury retired, and returning into court with- 
in a comparatively brief interval, returned a verdict of 
* Guilty,” whereupon Dougal was sentenced to death. 


Soldier Sentenced to Death.—At Essex Assizes 
Charles Howell, private in the Suffolk Regiment, was con- 
vieted of the murder of Maud Luen by cutting her throat 
with a razor in one of the streets of Colehester on 
the night of Whit Monday. Mr. Jones, who prosecuted, 
said the facts could not be disputed, because prisoner com- 
mitted the deed in the presence of several witnesses. Тһе 
dead girl, who was nineteen, һай no fixed home, and had 
known the accused for two or three months. On the night 
in question they were seen walking arm-in-arm, and, 
later, the girl was observed to be crying. She subse- 
quently went out to wilk with a Mrs. Tredger, when 
the prisoner followed, and asked, “ Will you forgive me, 
Maud?" “Yes, willingly, if you will go away." was 
the response, whereupon Howell said, “ Kiss me, Maud,” 
and as she did so he drew the razor across the girl's throat 
from ear to ear. То the bystanders Howell remarked, “I 
have done for Maud, I don't care about anyone except my 
poor old mother. It will be the death of her." Prisoner's 
mother gave evidence at the trial, and said her mother and 
uncle had been confined in asylums, and her son himself 
had greatly altered since his return from South Africa. 
The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and recommended

Leg-Weakness in Poultry. 

There are several ailments that will cause а bird to go 
“off its legs," but the most common is that known as 
leg-weakness. This ailment attacks young stock, and 
cockerels more um geri than pe The bird is more 
or less incapable of holding itself up, and frequently sinks 
to the ground ; in severe eases it is unable to stand. Тһе 
weakness is due to a forcing diét. Тһе best treatment is 
to administer pills com. of phosphate of lime 5 gr., 
sulphate of iron 1 gr., te vom of quinine } gr., strychnine 
1-16 gr.; this quantity will make a dcin TE. Dose, one 
pill each day. А mem ` supply of nourishing food must be 
allowed ; barley, worms, ground raw bones, and cho; 
meat, with plenty of fresh green food, are excellent. The 
fowl should be kept in a dry place, and be allowed to sleep 
on peat-moss litter. 

Chick Hints. 

Clean the coops out night and morning. 

Frequently replenish the water in the dishes, and keep 
the vessels in the shade. | 

Do not allow chicks with a hen that has scaly legs, unless 
you expect the whole brood to become affected in the same 
way. 

One person should have charge of the chicks. Where 
aue аге several to look after them the chicks are sure to 
suffer. 

If it is necessary to use the same ground occupied last 
year with the brood-coops, give it a liberal coat of air- 
slaked lime. 

A southern slope is the best location. Make little gullies 
around the upper sides of the coops, so that sudden 
showers will not flood the coops. 

Regularity in feeding is important, and allow about ten 
minutes for chicks to partake of their food; then remove 
all they leave. Feed on clean, sanded feeding-boards or 
ground swept clean at each feeding-time. 

Don’t keep the chicks shut up in a close, dark, badly 
ventilated coop until nine or ten o’olock in the morning,
